HE EAST contains some of America's most beautiful and breathtaking scenery. 

Unfortunately, nearly all of it has been covered up by cities, suburbs, thruways 
and carbon monoxide. The people of the East lead very busy lives, and sometimes 
appear to be rude, boorish and ill-mannered. This is not true! You will find they ac- 
tually are rude, boorish and ill-mannered. Easterners are always in a hurry, They are 
in a hurry to make lots of money so they can eventually move from their crowded 
cities to plots of land in quiet green fields. These quiet green fields are called ceme- 
teries.
